Daleks, science-fiction monsters such as the world had 
never seen 

The appeal of the series become os wide os the 
universes its hero was lo traverse. That hero became 
known as the Doctor not Doctor Who, as the shows 
title would imply So remarkable is the concept of the 
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only sold at selected outlets and by subscrip- 
tion, Recently sales have been dropping and 
65 a result, fewer and fewer copies of each 
issue are being printed. For example, a highly 
collected and popular title such as THE X-MEN 
has a print run about twenty times as large as 
DOCTOR WHO. And yet are there really twenty 
Times as many mutant maniacs as Whovians? | 
don' think so. The problem is that a great 
majority of the Doctors followers are simply 
unaware that this comic book exists, or they 
simply don't know where to find us. 

So my advice to all of you is to hold on to 
these issues of the Doctor.

DICKS SPEAKS 
Who Knows recently had the op- 
portunity to talk with Terrance Dicks, 


script editor of Doctor Who during. 
the Pertwee era, and author of 
more DW novelizations than anyone 
else. Dicks has moved into produc- 
ing, and is currently in charge of the 
BBC-1 Clossic Serials. "Those are basi- 
cally television serials made from 
Classic novels—the kind of thing 
shown here in the States on Master- 
piece Theatre or Once Upon a Class- 
ic, that sort of thing,” he explained. 
"This season we're doing Oliver Twist, 
which has been an enormous critl- 
cal and popular success, getting 
some of the highest rating figures 
ever seen on the Classic Serials. It's 
getting splendid reviews, every-

“The next production is Alice In Won- 
derland, written and directed by 
Barry Letts (producer of Doctor Who 
[በ the Pertwee years). After that is a 
thriller based on a novel by an Eng- 
lish novelist named Josephine Tey. 
We usually do two serious things and 
one lighter piece, so | thought ዘ 
would be nice to do a thriller" 

like everyone else connected 
with Doctor Who, Dicks was very sur- 
prised to hear about last year's pro- 
duction delay, resulting In an 18- 
month hiatus between seasons. Ἴ 
got a phone call from a BBC pub- 
licity man who was due to come 
have a meeting with me,” Dicks re- 
called, “and he said, Ἰ have to can- 
cel—and when you find out why, 
you'll forgive me. The rumor has 
leaked that the BBC is dropping 
Who,’ 


“Now, the thing about Who Is that 
it's always news—and this made the 
front page of every paper in Britain,” 
the writer went on, "It was a very con- 
fused situation. First it was canceled, 
and then ዘ was clarified into the 
story that it was being rested and 
coming back in a year It certainly

will be back in September John 
Nathandurner, Eric Saward and 
the staff are all in their offices putting 
things together right now.” 

Dicks has worked with all of the 
first five Doctors, and thinks current 
Doctor Colin Baker fits in quite well 
with the group. ” met Colin at the 
big convention in Chicago last year 
He is a return to having a very strong 
character in the role. I've always said 
that the Doctor is a star part. In other 
words, in the old days In Hollywood, 
you had a John Wayne movie, or a 
Cary Grant movie, or a Gary 
Cooper or Jimmy Stewart movie, 
and the audience went to see that 
persona іп whatever role he might 
Play. It's not incompatible with being 
а good or great actor, but ifs not the 
same as being a great actor. You 
can have great actors who do not 
have this kind of star quality or 
charisma." 

"I've always felt that was a very 
important part of casting the Doctor. 
Pertwee had it—Pertwee came 
across very strongly and could domi- 
nate the screen. Tom Baker has it, 
obviously,” Dicks commented. ‘And, 
| think, If there is a criticism of Peter 
Davison, ዘ is that, although he's a 
very good actor, he didn't have that 
kind of outstanding quality. Patrick 
Troughton could create ዘ. Hes 
actually a quiet and modest sort of 
chap, but on the screen he could 
create this very strong eccentric per- 
sona,” 

And Colin Baker fits the mold? 
"Colin is a very strong personality. he 
makes a tremendous impact on you 
when you see him. He's a big, hearty, 
very powerful sort of chap, He 
comes across, on screen, as slightly 
menacing. If | were in charge, | 
would concentrate on the charm 
and the vulnerability, but the 
strength and the charisma are cer- 
tainly there. | think it's a return to the.

kind of casting you ought fo have on 
Who. 

Now that Dicks has joined the 
ranks of producers at the BBC, there's 
а question that keeps coming up. 
John Nathan-Turner has announced 
that the 23rd season will be his last 
65 Who producer. Hos Dicks thought 
about taking the job? "| wish people 
would stop asking me if I'd like to 
take over producing Who,” he re- 
sponded. ‘I'm producing my first 
show. I've barely started, It's not the 
time to be thinking about moving 
on. In five years, | might be ready— 
because | have enormous affection 
for Doctor Who and lots of ideas 
about how It should be done. There 
does seem to be an awful lot of 
speculation about this. | don't know 
where it started—certainly not from 
mel The timing is wrong In my own 


career.” 

Dicks says the move to producer 
was a logical step in that career, 
though one he wasn't really looking 
for. “Becoming a producer is a script 
editors only avenue for promotion. 
ዘ5 fairly normal for ወ writer to be- 
come a script editor—| feel very 
strongly that all script editors should 
be practicing professional writers, 
because you have no business tel- 
ling some other guy how to do it if 
you can't do It yourself, or step in in a 
crisis and take ዘ over. If you're a script 
editor in the BBC, In television gener- 
ally, the only way to go up Is to be- 
come a producer. Directors also be-

come producers, going up a differ- 
ent ladder. That's what happened to 
Barry Letts. JNT came up through 
the production end.” 

And whats the transition like? 
“Going from script editor to producer 
is like going from corporal to general 
in one fell swoop, | used to say that 
for six years | got Barry Letts to do all 
the difficult bits— politics, budgets, 
etc. That's all somebody else's prob- 
lem, When the director is getting 
thoroughly pissed off and threaten- 
ing to quit, it's the producer he yells 
at, not the script editor" 

"| resisted becoming a producer 
for several years, saying l'm not an 
organizer sort of person," Dicks said, 
“| was astonished when | was offered 
the Job, when Barry Letts went back 
to directing. | had no expectation of 
being offered it, and | said yes im- 
mediately! So obviously something 
Inside me wanted It very much.” 

In addition to producing the 
Classic Serials and writing about two 
Who novels a year, Dicks has also 
been writing a good deal of chil- 
dren’ literature, including a serles of 
children’s detective stories called 
The Baker Street Irregulars, pub- 
lished here in the US. by Elsevier-Nelson, 
os well as a serles of six children's 
horror stories (modern retellings of 
the classic horror motifs), and several 
series intended for younger readers: 
David and Goliath, about a small 
boy and a big dog; Ask Ollver, puzzle 
and detective stories; and TR. Bear,

a short, tough American teddy who 
bases himself on Theodore Roose- 
velt, 

Dicks wrote both the tenth and 
twentieth anniversary shows—"The 
Three Doctors" and "The Five Doc- 
tors” He looks forward to being 
asked to write another anniversary 
special when the time arrives. "My 
reaction, if asked to write the twenty- 
fifth or thirtieth anniversary shows, 
would be the same as it was for the 
twentieth—I'd be overjoyed! If | 
never did anything else for Who, 
having done ‘The Five Doctors 
would be a nice rounding off, ወ 
good place to stop, a culmination. 
It's a big chunk of my life—six years 
working for | directly, another four or 
five writing the novels." 

Thot being the case, would Dicks 
ever consider creating a science- 
fiction serles of his own, as Dalek- 
creator Terry Nation did with Blokes 
77 "How could you ever top Doctor 
Who?" he replied. | couldn't think of 
anything better.
